DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment After Final filed on 26 August 201 0. 
By this amendment, claims 24-40, 42-47, and 49-51 have been canceled. Accordingly, 
claims 1-5, 7-23, and 48 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The cancellation of claims 24-35 and 49 overcomes the 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 claim 
rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-23, and 48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
prior art that discloses, in combination with the claimed limitations, a detection 
apparatus that detects whether the liquid is present on an object that is disposed lower 
than the final optical element of the projection optical system at a time when the image 
of the pattern is projected by the projection optical system onto the substrate, the object 
being at least one of the substrate stage, the substrate and a member that moves with 
the substrate stage.
